Dayt.na Beach, Fla., April 22.—() 
Flashing twice across the ocean speed- 
way here today with the 36 cylinders 
of his Triplex Special thunderin their 
challenge, Ray Keech, 27-year-old 
Philadelphia racirig pilot, established 
a new world’s record for the mile 
straightaway with an average speed 
of 207.55260 miles per hour. 

Thousands lined the beach to cheer 
as the huge machine burtled over the 
course carrying the Philadelphia pilot 
to victory after his previous efforts to 
bring the record back to the United 
States had been thwarted by accident 
and unfavorable weather conditions. 

Keech exceeded by six-tenths of a 
mile the record established by Cap- 
Br: “ish pilot, 
who in February o-er the same hard- 
packed sand averaged 206.95 miles 
per hour in his Napier bluebird spe- 


cial, 
Travels 213.) M. P. H. 

“Boy howdy!’ IKXeech yelled as he 
climbed down from his mount, a joy- 
ful smile lighting his face. “I never 
did so much running in my iife.” 

Literally burning up the sands with 
the giant creation, owned by J. M. 
White, Philadelphia manufacturer and 
sportsman, Keech attained a_ high 
speed of 213.90374 miles an hour in his 
first official rui north with the wind. 
His time for the measured mile was 
16.83 seconds. 

On his return trip, made against a 
35-mile an hour wind, he negotiated 
the mile in 17.86 seconds for a speed 
of 201.56744 miles an hour. His aver- 
age elapsed time was 17.345 seconds. 

Keech set the new record after he 
had made two previous. assaults 
against the Englishman’ s mark today, 
but the timing device failed to record 
his time on one of the trials, and 
he was compelled to make two more 
attempts. 
) Timer Fails to Work. 

On his first appearance on the 
beach, Keech negotiated the mile south 
against the wind in 17.65 seconds for 
a speed of 203.96600 miles an hour. 
During his return trip north with the 
wind, which is required by the Amer- 
ican Automobile association, the tim- 
ing device dd not register his entry 
into the mile stretch, so that his 
speed was not known. 

The American Automobile associa- 
tion rules stipulate that both runs 
must be made withi’ a 30-minute 
opiate and as that time @xpired short- 

after Keech had completed his sec-

was made void and could not have 
been credited had he decided to make 
the north run over again.

Washington, April 22.—Ohio vot- 
ers, with their presidential primary 
Tuesday, hold the fate of Secretary 
of Commerce Hoover's candidacy in 
their hands to a considerable degree. 

To a lesser degree the Tuesday pri- 
mary in Massachusetts will be signif- 
icant, although President Coolidge 
has somewhat cleared the situation 
with his lettur to the state republican 
chairman requesting that the cam- 
paign to write his name on the prefer- 
ence ballot be dropped. Hoover is ex- 
pected to get a majority of that dele- 
gation. 

Pennsylvania holds its presidential 
primary on the same day but the re- 


publican leaders are certain of a slate 
which will be largely submissive to 
the direction of Secretary of the Trea- 
sury Mellon. He has not indicated 
his intentions, although some of his 
friends have said there is much Hoover 
sentiment in the state. Most observ- 
ers fee] that Mellon will wait, and if 
Hoover seems likely to be nominated, 
throw Pennsylvania to him, and if not, 
then support the most promising al- 
ternate. 
Smith Expects Victory. 

Democrats hoki their primaries in 
the same states Tuesday, but as it is 
generally conceded that Al Smith will 
be nominated, their contests have be- 
come more perfunctory. In QOhio a 
delegation pledged to former Senator 
Pomerene will be chosen, but with 
the understanding that it will go to 
Smith if needed. Massachusetts is ex- 
pected to go solidly pro-Smith. In 
Pennsylvania anti-Smith drys led by 
Vance McCormick, Harrisburg pub- 
lisher, are putting up a fight which 
will cut into the Smith strength ma- 
terially. Smith’s managers expect 
out of the 76 delegates. 

As most unentangled politicians 
view the republican situation, Hoover 
has reached a fork in the roads, one 
leading toward the nomination over a 
fairly smooth route, and the other a 
rouch descent.

On next Friday afternoon, at 3 
oclock, Atlanta time, the winners of 
the district finals will assemble at the 
State capito] in a ball which has been 
set aside by Governor L. G. Hardman 
for the oratorical state finals, and in 
the presence of the governor, who has 
consented to act as one of the judges, 
strive for state-wide supremacy in dec- 
lamation. ¢ 

The names of other judges who are 
being considered to act in the state 
finals Friday will be made public 
later. r the benefit of those inter- 
ested or participating in the contest, 
which will result in one of the many 
district finalists going to Raleigh, N. 
C., next month for the-zone finals, and 
possibly to Washington Mav 25, ° : 
the national finals, a recapitulation of 
the rules for the judging is deemed 
necessary. 

As previouslyestated during the con- 
test the system of judging will! be that 
of the “low-point total.” That is 
to say, the judges are to make out 
their ballots (the standard ballot will 
be found on the next to the last page 
of the blue book of rules issued to 
contestants) without consultation, and 
the contestant having the lowest total 
is to be declared the winner. 

The director of the national contest 
has ruled that it ‘s imperative to in- 
voke the “Jow-point total” system of 
judging. These rules provide that in 
the event «ia tie between two con- 
testants for first place in the ballots 
of the judges, and if one of the two 
tied contestants has first place from a 
majority of the judges, the one having 
first place from a majority shall arto- 
matically become t!.: winner, and it 
will not be necessary to submit the 
matter to the judges for consultation.

Washington, April 22—(Tnited 
News.)—Many of the nation’s largest 
fertilizer manufacturers announced 
plans through the National Fertilize: 


association today for opposition to the 
pending house substitute for the Nor 
ris resolution, proposing. government 
operation of the Muscle Shoals power 
plants for production of fertilizer. 

The association made public a list 
of the manufacturers who are here 
working openly to oppose the measure 
by a campaign showing “the injury 
to the industry which would result 
from: government competition.” 

“This legislation, if enacted, would 
seriously disrupt. a very large and 
fundamental industry that is highly 
essential to profitable farming in im- 
portant sections of the country,” the 
association said in a statement. 

“It would retard the progress the 
aidustry is making in organizing 
itself, following difficulties of the 
post-war depression, so that it ean 
produce and sel] to farmers the best 
and .most modern fertilizers at the 
lowest possible cost. 

“The industry's capacity is already 
much greater than the consumption. A 
disruption of the recuperative process 


now so well under way would result, 
if the government comes into the busi- 
ness with its.subsidized competition.

_ “We féel our effort to protect our 
interest is entirely proper in every 
way.” the statement continued, “and 
is wholly consistent with American 
principles of government.”

WATERWAY FIGHT 
IN FIGHES! COUR! 


Washington, April 22.—(#)—The 
bitter and protracted controversy over 


the diversion of water from Lake 
Michigan at Chicago again will be le- 
fore the supreme court tomorrow.

The contest presents arguments in 
support of rival waterways from the 
Great Lakes to the Atlantic, and in- 
volves the right of the secretary of 
war to permit diversion of water 
from one watershed to another. Hydro- 
electric water rights also are at is- 
sue. The case involves as well the 
diplomatie relations of this country 
and Canada. 

The St. Lawrence deep waterway 
advocates, Great Lake shipping and 
hydroelectric interests have aligned 
in challenging the diversion, while 
friends of the deep waterway from 
Chicago to the gulf support it. 

Charles Evans Hughes, former jus- 
tice of the supreme court, and versed 
in international problems as former 
secretary of state, was the special 
master appointed by the court to take 
testimony and make recommendations. 
He has reported that in his judgment 
the present permit for the diversion 
is valid. He found that the water 
withdrawn has contributed to the low- 
ering of the lake levels, and to an ex- 
tent is impairing navigation, but is 
of the opinion that compensating 
works could be installed which would 
have the effect of restoring and main- 
taining the old levels. 

A great array of counsel] will parti- 
cipate in the oral argument, and the 
contestants hope for a decision before 
the present term ends in June.

UIVIL SERVICE BODY 


HEAD SCORES BIL 


New York, N. Y., April 22.—(4)— 
Chaos and confusion would befall the 
prohibition enforcement machinery in 
the opinion of William C. Deming, 
president of the civil service commis- 
sion, if congress passed and Presi- 
dent Coolidge signed the Brookhart 
bill to bring into the classified serv- 
ice without examination all employees 
of the prohibition bureau who had 
been in the service a year when civil 
service examinations first were- au- 
thorized. . 

“The old prohibition regime had 
seven years in which to discredit it- 
self and lose the confidence of the 
people,” said Mr. Deming here  to- 
night. “The civil service commission 
should be given at least one year in 


which to complete its job before snap 
judgment is taken as to the results.” 

Mr. Deming was asked about the 
Brookhart bill after his arrival here 
to attend the annual meeting of the 
Associated Press, of which he is a 
member by reason of his ownership of 
the Wyoming State Tribune-Leader 
at Cheyenne, 

“The bill has been reported favor- 
ably by the senate civil service com- 
mission of which Senator Brookhart 
is a member,” he said. “I do not be- 
lieve that congress, as a whole, has 
given much thought to this bill ex- 
cept as individual members have been 
importuned by employees of the pro- 
hibition bureau who failed in our ex- 
aminations. 

“Senator Brookhart is an able and 
conscientious man, and is friendly to 
the merit system and to the cause 
of prohibition. He is sincere in his 
present efforts, of course, but I be- 
lieve mistaken as to the alleged de- 
moralizing effects of our examinations 
upon the prohibition service. I un- 
derstand- his initial interest in this
